5 cif the Essential Commodities Act^ 1955), the Cen¬ 

tral .^Wvermnent hereby directs that the powers-to make orders under 
clauses (d) and (f) of sub-section (2) of section 3 of the said Act 
shall, in relation to the cattle fodder of any of the varieties specified 
in the Schedule hereto annexed, be exercisable also by Government of 
the State of Rajasthan in that State. 
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2. This order shall remain in force for the period commencing from 
the date of its publication in the Gazette of India and ending with 
the 30th June, 1987.

2. Gowar including all its derivatives but excluding Gowar 
which is not fodder. 

3. Karab or karabi of Jowar, Maize and Bajra.

6. Khakhala. 

7. Gram churi. 

8. Wheat chappad.
